(THE ROAD TRAFFIC ACT AND 


COMMERCIAL-VEHICLE DESIGN. 


Since the last Commercial 
Vehicle Exhibition, held at Olym- 
pia, London, in 1929, the long-de- 
layed Road .Tratfic - Act has been 
placed on the Statute Book. Some 
of the provisions

Co-ordination Needed. 

“The railways of the future will 
be obliged to have two . distinct 
transportation \-systems, one for 
heavy, long-distance traffic, and the 
other for light traffic over short 
distances. In this way the rail- 
buses will abolish the archaic dis- 
tinction between. shipment by slow 
goods and fast goods, and will great- 
ly. reduce overhead charges.

' at Assizes. 
“PRACTICALLY ‘A BABY.” 


‘ Sit Shek was arraigined be- 
fore the Chief Justice (Sir 
Joseph Kemp, K.C.) in tho Cri+ 
minal” Sessions this morning, 
on.a charge of indecently assault- 
ing .a girl, Lo  Sau-mui, 
aged two years, in Kowloon, ‘on 
October 81 last.

Mr, Fitzroy said, in opening 
the case, that cases of ‘this na- 
ture were fortunately very rare 
in the Colony. This case was 
serious in that the child was 
practically -a\ baby. The evid- 
ence was purely circumstantial, 
as nobody saw what happened, 
and it was only from the state 
of the child that any conclusion 
could be drawn, and. there was, 
further, a direct statement made 
by the defendant. 

Some argument ensued at this 
point in regard to the statement, 
which, his Lordship said, even 
if the reading of it was clear it 
would not be admissible. 

Child’s Complaint, . ': 

Continuing, Mr. Fitzroy,. said 
the child was living with her 
mother at 13,-Peking Road, and 
on the. morning of October 31, 
the defendant. took the girl 
out and they were away for some- 
thing like an hour. When they 
returned the child was crying 
and ‘complained she was hurt. 
She was taken to the doctor and 
examined. The cuggestion put 
‘forward by the Crown was that 
the injury was done by defendant 
arid on this point the jury must 
be satisfied, without any reason- 
able doubt. 

Evidence was then called. The 
girl's mother, Chiu Lee-ying, said 
that when she discovered her child’s 
injury, in the presence of defen- 
dant, he went away. Under cross- 
examination by Mr. Lo, witness 
said defendant was in the habit 
of taking the girl out. | : 

Mr, Lo: Did your child ever 
come back before ‘and cry?—No, 
never, ~ . 

Mr. Lo: Will you agree now 
that yon made a report to the 
Police, because someone had ad- 
vised you to do s0?—~—A suggestion 
to make a report to the Police 
was made by my husband. ' 

Mr. A. D. Wong, of the Kowloon 
Hospital, was next called. Reply- 
ing to Mr. Lo, Dr. Wong said the 


Police had told him, before his ex-- 


amination of the girl, that it “was 
a caso of suspected rape.

panic, though there has been no 
scrious dampge or Jens of life— 
Reuter. : 


LEONID METEORS. 

Watch was kept ‘on’ the’ skies 
during the nights of the last 
week of November for the re- 
turn of the great Leonid meteor 
shower. ‘This is the most bril- 
liant of all meteoric displays — 
when it happens. 

The trouble at the last return 
of the Leonid meteors, which 
was due in the year 1899, was 
that it did not happen. Jupiter 
and Saturn had drawn the main 
swarm out of the calculated 
path; ‘hence the disappointment. 

It is a November spectacle, 
with a period of about thirty- 
three years, The advance-guard 
of the swarm is of immense 
length, but the best of the dis- 
play ia not expected till'1933. 

The constellation Leo, from 
which meteors appear to 
radiate, riscs above the north- 
castern horizon. Meteors may, 
of course, be seen travelling be- 
fore Leo is itself visible. 

‘Meteors are the little “shoot- 
ing stars” which individually may 
be seen coursing across. the 
heavens on most clear nights. 
Bach makes 4 sudden appearance, 
leaves momentarily a trail of 
light, and is gone. 

Few meteors are a8 large ag a 
pebble, or even & ‘pea, and it is 
friction with our ‘atmosphere, 
into which they dash with enor- 
mous speeds, that seta up incan- 
descence and quickly . dissipates 
them in heat. The atmosphere 
alone protects the earth and all 
upon it from what oth 
would. be 4& most. destructive 
bombardment.
